months in the tropics, much of the 
time spent in exploring a quarter of a 
square mile of jungles. 
The party 
expects to return to South America 
for further exploration next year. 
In the area explored by the party 
during its stay in the tropics this year 
it saw but three jaguars or tigers. 
One of these measuring six feet was 
brought back. 
A boa, 19V. feet long, 
was included in the 27 
species of 
snakes, three of them poisonous. A 
fine collection of “hemipetra” or “true 
bugs” will also be studied. 
Lizard Most Elusive 
Dr. Wlliaims said the lizard was 
the most elusive of all things encount­ 
ered. 
It had the faculty of shedding 
its tail to allow the remainder of the 
body to escape. 
The tail remained 
alive in the hands of the captor for 
sometime. 
Parrots, red-billed toucans and ma­ 
caws were numerous. 
A collection of 
butterflies was gathered and turned 
over to the Carnegie Institute. 
Dr. Williams told of encountering 
a large armadillo in the dark

Farmers Start 
“Put-take” Work 


Bloomsburg.—Farmers in this sec­ 
tion, now that the fall work has been 
ahunt completed, have begun their an­ 
nual game of “put and take” with the 
creeks to prevent 
ehoaion 
of 
their 
lands by the spring freshets. 
The 
boundary lines of many of the farms 
follow the lines of the streams and to 
prevent the wearing away of the soil 
is the problem confronting the own­ 
ers. 
When the deed for a farm makes a 
stream the boundary line, each change 
in the channel results in a change of 
the line. 
To prevent this, many of 
these methods keeps the water from 
taking the land from one man and 
putting it in the possession of his 
adjoining neighbor. 
Willow trees generally are favored 
as a protective means. They are rapid 
growers and their roots form a net 
work which prevents the water from 
undermining the shores. 
It also is a 
more economical method. 
By giving this work attention in 
the fall and winter months the farmer 
is prepared for the spring rains which 
frequently 
turn 
otherwise 
placid 
streams into raging torrents. 
Then, 
again, the regular farm work is at its 
lowest ebb and more time can be given 
for tasks which otherwise would in­ 
terfere with harvest.
